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“ SOLDIERS’ STRIKE. 


. COMPLAINTS . 
AT ALTRINC JAM CAMP. | 


Some -250 ‘soldiers. who are 
engaged at the Army Ordnance 
Camp at Sinderland, near 
Alfrincham. struck work on 
January 23rd in order to draw 
attention to a number of griev- 
ances. . . 

. The. stoppage followed an agit- 
ation which began some weeks 
ago when, it is stated, the men 
made a representation to the effect 
that-in their opinior the work of 
demobilisation was not being ac- 
complished as speedily asit ought 
to be, and that in the process em- 
ployed certain classes of men were 
unfairly treated. They also put 
forward a demand for shorter 
hours of work, and as they werg 
unable to get a satisfactory reply 
from the commanding officer they 
tcok matters into their own hands 

In the afternoon they marched 
to the Altrincham Town Hall, 
where they bad an interview with 
the. chairman of the District 
Council (Mr. G. F. Turner) and 
the Mayor (Mr. G..F. Armitage). 
The men paraded Opposite the 


service men, and two N.CO.’s. 
On their admission to the Council 
Chamber the deputation said 
they did not consider that the 
men at the camp had been fairly 
treated in regard. to demobilis- 
ation, and they had sought. the 
aid of the local authorities as the 
only -means open to them of 
making their grievances known.

THE CITY HALL. 


There must be many people in Hongkong who have often 
wondered to whomthe City Hall belungs, and why so little hes 
been done to make it into an up-to-date’ block of premises. The 


general impression has been that the building was held in trustee-| - 


ship, though for what or whom, the haziest notions have prevailed. 
. Some of these doubtful points were, however, cleared up at the 
annual meeting on Wednesday eventing, when the Chairman read 
. Some most interesting extracts from past records, Amongst other 
things, these showed that when the City Hall was first decided upon, 
some $15,000 was collected, a muclr -bigger sum. was secured by the 
flotation of shares, and the Government made a grant of §10,000'to 
complete the building. whilst it has also anngually voted a sum of 
$1,200 for the Librarian and Curator of the Museum. “The share- 
holders appear now to be very few in number. most prominent of 
wham are Massts. Jardine, Matheson and Company and Sir Paul 
Chater. Asto the financial position of the City Hall, nothing was 
disclosed at the meeting, but it would appear that, unless records 
can be found to the contrary, it is still entitled to compensation for 
the loss of its foreshore rights bccasioned by filling in the sea-bed 
in front of the building many years ago. Whether it has a legal 
‘claim to such compensation now, is a point upon which we would 
not care to venture’an opinion.. . 
Such a building as a City Hall ought, of course, to belong to the 
community. Here it certainly does not at present, though the 
_ public has some interest in it from the fact of the Government votes 
referred to. However, we are glad to see that the Committee 
realises the need that there is for a completely new building. As 
Mr. Landale said, the present premises have done good duty for 
fifty years; but neither he nor anyone else will deny that 
they have outlived their utility. What suited the Colony half 
a century ago does not suit it to-day, and we can only trust that 
if anything comes of the project to construct new premises 
a long view of future necessities will, be taken. The 
standpoint of the present Committee of the City Hall appears 
to be that a modern building is needed and that, if one is erected, 
alarge portion of the cost should fall on public funds. That ig

adjuncts:to life as a museum, library and assembly rooms ought to 
be taken up as a municipal duty. wot : 
Whatever arrangements are come to regarding the erection of 2’ 
new building, the desirability of the step cannot be for one moment 
disputed. The present premises are decidedly ill-equipped to serve 
' the needs which they were intended to meet, and the Museum in 
particular is a museum in more senses than one, whilst the Library 
is little short of a disgrace to theColony. Mr. Landale thinks thata 
new set of buildings,.even if they do not contain a theatre; would be 
_88 good @ War Memorial a3 any. There is certainly much to be 
said for that viewpoint, and we are sure thatit will be accorded eve 
“consideration by the Committee which is to decide upon the various’ 
schemes which have been suggested. Distinct public utility would 
be found in a modern Library, Museum and assembly rooms worthy, 
of the Colony, whilst ‘a new Theatre is equally necessary, whether 
it be included in the scheme or provided separately by private enter- 
rise or otherwise, It is, at any rate; reassuring to feet that at 
: length there is a general consensus of opinion that the time has 
arived when é new City Hall and Theaire, should be built.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 
_ 
BOLSHEVISM TRIUMPHANT. 


We had thought that the Allies’ 
in defeating Germany, destroying 
her Army, and taking away 
her Navy, had made almost 
impossible any further disturb- 
ance of the world's peace, but 
there has arisen a menace possihly 
steater than the German one, a 
menace which threatens to bring 
infinite misery to the nations ‘of 
Europe. For some weeks past our 
attention has been fixed on the 
PeaceConference,and the schemes 
which they are drawing up for the 
future welfare of nations, and we 
have in a measure lost sight of the 
fact that Bolshevism is in the 
ascendant. We. have read of 
what we thought smal! campaigns 
against the Russian Bolsheviks, 
in which sometimes they were 
successful and sometimes beaten. 
But the news of the last two days 
has focussed our attention once 
more on this subject, and there 
can be no doubt that the situat- 
ion is very serious. Not only 
have the Bolshevik forces 
been victorious, but they have 
gained another adherent to their 
cause, pamely Hungary... Let us 
see first what their armies are 
doing. These appear to. be well 
armed and organised, and are 
fully equipped with artillery and 
machine guns. They have 
begum a general offgnsive on the 
Lithuania-Courland front, and 
though they have been beaten in 
Sorthe thttania; ey__are 
now threatening the important 
town of Mitau. This is 
serious enough, but the situation 
is much worse near. Odessa, 
where the Allies seem to be ina 
Very critical position, and it is 
rumoured that the French are 
evacuatingthe city. The Bolshevik 
campaign has ceased to be a 


trivial affuir, when the Allied 


forces may have to evacuate an 
important town like Odessa, 
which is the main seaport in the 
Black Sea, and the centre 
of the huge  wheat-growing 
territory of South -° Russia. 
If the Bolsheviks become 
the masters of Odessa, ther will 
have achieved a brilliant victory 
for their infamous cause. In 
another wire, Reuter, in stating 
that no official report of the 
evacuation of Odessa has as yet 
been received in London. more 
or less implies that this con- 
tingency is not improbable. “As 
far as we can learn now, the 
enemy forces have occupied 
Kherson and Nicolaieff, and now 
hold the whole. “of the 
Ukraine. In the middle of all 
this, the Peace Conference is sitt- 
ing at Paris and promises us peace 
in short time. The. whole of 
Europe at the same time is de 
.manding food, and the Bolshwiks 
are making themselves masters of 
the richest granaries in the Con- 
tinent. It is a strange foundation 
on which to lay the basis of 
peace. 


ANOTHER CONVERT. , 


The Bolshevik campaigzs are 
in-all truth serious enough but 
there is a still graver aspect, for 
they are not only “gaining 
victories by force ‘of arms, but’ 
they are also gaining adherents 
to their cause. Hungary has 
declared for Bolshevism. This is 
more useful to the Bolsheviks 
than mere success by arms. The 
Allies, if they take the matter of 
the. Bolshevik armed offensive 
in hand, can undoubtedly over- 
come it with ease, but the-same 
cannot be said with regard that 
more dangerous offensive by 
propoganda, which has succeeed- 
ed in converting Hungary to the 
cause. If Bolshevism continues 
to spread as it is doing at present, 
all the plans of the Peace Con- 
ference will be so many empty 
words, for Bolshevism is bound to 
upset them all. How can the 
Allies hope to build up the 
Rumanian, Polish, and Czecho-. 
Slovak States ‘in the 
face. of the present Bol- 
shavik advance and consequently 
how can they hope to frustrate 
future German " attempts at. 
domination in Eastern Europe? 
What we advocate now, we have 
advocated before in’ these 
columns. Defeat Bolshevism first 
and discuss ' peace afterwards. 
While -this menace in Europe 
continues, the Peace Con‘erence 
isa farce, and the latest news 
only serves to confirm us in our 
convictions. The Conference may 
in all probability give us a peace 
of sorta, but all the nations demand | 
.@ sure and lasting peace, which 
is absolutely impossible at present. 
Nothing could be more dangeroue 
‘than half measures’ as reg: 

peace. Thewar is not yet over, and 
it is useless to discuss a world 
peace till it hag been decisively 
finished, The longer Bolshevism 
is allowed a free hand, the more 
adherents’ it will. gain, and 
consequently the longer it: will 


take to be destroyed. ~
